When her mother 
came to the city and found that her 
daughter was working for parties who 
conducted a saloon she told her that 
must come home. She didn’t accede 
to her mother’s wish and on Saturday 
evening the mother again came to the 
city and told her daughter that she 
must go home with her and that Mrs. 
Anderson was not her guardian.

man kcame in for his supper and the 
girl went to wait 
on 
him. 
Mrs. 
Reese waited for some time and then 
Mrs. Anderson went to the 
dining 
room and returned with the informa­ 
tion that Retta had departed.

25th Anniversary of 
Electoral College. 


Ohio State Journal. 


The final meeting of the Ohio elec­ 
toral college yesterday and the cast­ 
ing of the 23 votes of Ohio for Mc­ 
Kinley and Roosevelt has caused con-, 
Blderalile discussion of the possihili- 
tles of the electoral machinery, and 
much comment among the members 
of the 
college as to what might hap- * 
pen if President McKinley might d ie' 
before bis Inauguration. 


Mr. Hane, of the Thirteenth district, 
during the course of a talk on the 
subject in the lobby of the Niel house 
yesterday, asked this question, 
and 
his colleagues who heard the inquiry 
were unable to answer it. Elaborate 
as the 
machinery for the election of 
a president is, It does not contemplate 
or supply an alternative for the situa­ 
tion that would arise in case of the 
death of the president-elect. 
In 
all 
probability, 
Vice 
President-elect 
Roosevelt would be held to be the suc­ 
cessor of Mr. McKinley on March 4. 
But as the law now stands this would 
be an act 
of interpretation, and not 
by direction of any law of the land. 
There is no provision in the constitu­ 
tion or in any law of congre'ss to cover 
the 
death of a president-elect or a 
vice president-elect. 
The constitution 
says; 
“ In case of the removal of the presi­ 
dent from office, or of his death, res­ 
ignation or inability to discharge the 
powers and duties of the said office, 
the same shall devolve upon the vice 
president.” 
Of course. If Mr. McKinley should 
die before ‘March 4, he would'not be 
president on that date and the consti­ 
tution vacancy could not exist. 
All 
the 
same there would be a vacancy, 
and good constitutional lawyers say 
the only course to pursue would be 
to have Roosevelt qualify 
as 
vice 
president and then inaugurate him as 
president. 
If President McKinley should die 
before March 4 Secretary Hay would 
act as president until March 4, and in 
the contingency of his being incapac­ 
itated for the duty. Secretary 
Gage 
and the other members 
of the cabi­ 
net in the 
order of the seniority of 
their departments would serve. 
The 
law provides amply for the succes­ 
sion until March 4. 
Formerly the succession fell to the 
speaker of the 
house of representa­ 
tives, In case there was no vice presi­ 
dent, and after him the president pro 
tern of the 
senate. 
This at one time 
following the death of Vice President 
Hendricks proved a too precarious ar­ 
rangement. and the Hoar plan was 
made a law. 
The Ohio electoral college, in ses- 
Sion In this city yesterday was the 25th 
In the history of the state—the silver 
wedding anniversary, so to speak. Be­ 
ginning in 1804, when the three elec­ 
tors cast 
their vote for Thomas Je f­ 
ferson, and coming down the line until 
the present time, there 
have 
been 
some pretty big men in the story of 
the state and the nation 
who 
have 
been the members of the Ohio elec­ 
toral college. 
The list embraces one 
president (William Henry Harrison, 
who in 1820 voted for James Monroe 
and in 1824 for Henry Clay), several 
United States senators, members of 
the United States 
supreme 
court, 
members of congress, governors and 
other leading men in the state. 
Gov­ 
ernors Nathaniel 
Massie, 
Jeremiah 
Morrow, Thomas Corwin. Robert 
Lu­ 
cas, Mordecai Bartley, Ethan 
Allen 
Brown and David Tod served as mem­ 
bers of the Ohio electoral college (Tod 
voting for Grant in 1868). 
In the list of Ohio’s representative

The final meeting of the Ohio elec­ 
toral college yesterday and the cast­ 
ing of the 23 votes of Ohio for Mc­ 
Kinley and Roosevelt bas caused con­ 
siderable discussion of the possibili­ 
ties of the electoral machinery, and 
much comment among the members 
of the college as to what might hap­ 
pen if President McKinley might die 
before bis inauguration. 
Mr. Hane, of the Thirteenth district, 
during the course of a talk on the 
subject in the lobby of the Niel house 
yesterday, asked this question, 
and 
his colleagues who heard the inquiry 
were unable to answer it. 
Elaborate 
as the 
machinery for the election of 
a president is, it does not contemplate 
or supply an alternative for the situa­ 
tion that would arise In case of the 
death of the president-elect. 
In 
all 
probability, 
Vice 
President-elect 
Roosevelt would be held to be the suc­ 
cessor of Mr. McKinley on March 4. 
But as the law now stands this would 
be an act 
of interpretation, and not 
by direction of any law of the land. 
Inhere is no provision in the constitu­ 
tion or In any law of congress to cover 
the 
death of a president-elect or a 
vice president-elect. 
The constitution 
says: 
“In case of the removal of the presi­ 
dent from office, or of his death, res­ 
ignation or Inability to discharge the! 
powers and duties of the said office, > 
the same shall devolve upon the vice 
president" 
Of course, if Mr. McKinley should 
die before 
March 4, he would’not be 
president on that date and the consti­ 
tution vacancy could not exist. 
All 
the 
same there would be a vacancy, 
and good constitutional lawyers say 
the only course to pursue would be 
to have Roosevelt qualify 
as 
vice 
president and then inaugurate him as 
president. 
If President McKinley should die 
before March 4 Secretary Hay would 
act as president until March 4, and In 
the contingency of his being incapac­ 
itated for the duty. Secretary

sionaries that this “ zone de prohibí- i 
tion," as it is called on official maps, 
g reatly benefited by this treaty . 
It 
was supplemented in 18 9 9 by another • 
treaty extending the protection thus 
afforded to native races, so far as in-1 
toxicants are concerned to 
a 
m uch' 
larg er reg ion of Africa, from 20 de-, 
g rees north latitude to

deg rees, 
south, and from 
sea 
to 
sea. 
The 
treaty was prepared by a g reat offi­

Whether adequate or not the treaty j

In an official letter to the Reform 
Bubeau, Washing ton, D. C., from the 
department of foreig n affairs of 
the 
Cong o Free State, dated October 20, 
19 00, the following are named as the 
g overnments that had ratified the in­ 
ternational treaty of 18 9 9 : Germany , 
Belg ium, Spain, Cong o

State, 
French Republic, Great Britain, Italy , 
Holland, Portug al, Russia, Sweden and 
Norway , Turkey . 
Our owm g overnment Is the 
only 
one of first rank that has not ratified. 
As In 189 0-9 2, the Moslems and the 
monarchies have g one before us. 
Let every Christian man (and w'O- 
man) in the United States to whom 
this word comes stop rig ht here and 
wTite brief, courteous letters to both 
of the senators from his state, unless 
he can call upon one or both of them 
—if with a deputation so much the 
better—urg ing that the United States 
shall at once ratify the treaty . 
It would be sufficient to say : “ Hon.

We hope y ou will

PROTECT NATIVE RACES. 


Rebel Commander 
of 
Iloilo 
Province Surrenders. 


RELIGIOUS TEACHING IS DESIRED. 


By Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts. 


A movement is getting momentum 
which aims at nothing less than the 
protection of native races the world 
over against intoxicants and opium., 
It is by no means chimerical for the j 
great nations of the world have a1- j 
ready marked two stages in this di-j 
rection. 
' 
In 1890*92, sixteen 
great 
nations 
made a treaty to suppress in the Con­ 
go region the traffic in slaves, spirit­ 
uous liquors and firearms. It is abun­ 
dantly shown by many letters of mis­ 
sionaries that this “zone de prohibi- i 
tion,” as it is called on official maps, 
greatly benefited by this treaty. 
It 
was supplemented in 1899 by another 
treaty extending the protection thus 
afforded to native races, so far as in-j 
toxicants are concerned to 
a much 
larger region of Africa, from 20 de­ 
grees north latitude to 
22 
degrees 
south, and from 
sea 
to 
sea. 
T h eI 
treaty was prepared by a great offl-1 
elal temperance convention 
of 
na- j 
tions in June, 1899, and provides for 1 
raising the tax on spirituous liquors 
from about ten cents a 
gallon 
to 
about fifty-two, which is considered 
prohibition 
for 
the 
poor 
natives. 
Whether adequate or not the treaty 
is a step in the right direction, the 
most advanced step taken in the in­ 
ternational restriction of the liquor 
traffic, begun in 1892. 
In an official letter to the Reform 
Bubeau, Washington, D. C., from the 
department of foreign affairs of the 
Congo Free State, dated October 20, 
1900, the following are named as the 
governments that had ratified the in­ 
ternational treaty of 1899: Germany, 
Belgium, Spain, Congo 
Free 
State, 
French Republic, Great Britain, Italy, 
Holland, Portugal, Russia, Sweden and 
Norway, Turkey. 
Our own government is the 
only 
one of first rank that has not ratified. 
As in 1890-92, the Moslems and the 
monarchies have gone before us. 
Let every Christian man (and wo­ 
man) in the United States to whom 
this word comes stop right here and 
write brief, courteous letters to both 
of the senators from his state, unless 
he can call upon one or both of them 
—if with a deputation so much the 
better—urging that the United States 
shall at once ratify the treaty. 
It would be sufficient to say: “Hon. 
, Dear Sir: We hope you will 
do your 
utmost 
to secure the rati­ 
fication by the senate at an early day 
of the pending treaty for the restric­ 
tion of the liquor traffic in Africa.” 
If every one to whom this message 
will come will devote four minutes 
and four cents to these two letters to 
their senators, the 
ratification 
will 
surely be secured, and millions of our 
brothers in Africa will be saved from 
the destruction of body and soul. 
Since the foregoing 
was 
written 
new encouragement to write and work 
for this result has come in that the 
president has in his message advised 
not only the 
ratification 
of 
this 
treaty, but the world-wide protection 
of all native races against intoxicants 
by other treaties, and the senate com­ 
mittee 
on 
foreign 
affairs, 
after 
a hearing secured by the Reform Bu­ 
reau, had reported in favor of ratifi­ 
cation. 
In writing your senator we 
suggest that you not only urge ratifi­ 
cation, but also the adoption 
of 
a 
“sider,” a resolution in favor of the 
universal protection of native races, 
such as Senator Lodge has introduc­ 
ed. 
Telegrams and deputations 
are 
even better than petitions 
and 
let­ 
ters. 
Representative Gillet, of Massachu­ 
setts, has introduced a bill 
in 
the 
house which follows in its wording a 
treaty submitted by Great Britain to 
several nations in 1884, and repeatedly 
since, which is said to have been fa­ 


vorably considered by Frelinghuysen, 
Foster and Hay and the 
presidents 
under whom they served. 
As it will 
take a long time to consummate the | 
treaty, it is proposed to follow British 
precedent and forbid American mer­ 
chants to sell fire 
arms, opium and 
liquors in many of the islands of the 
Pacific that are under the protecto­ 
rate of any civilized power. There is 
assurance that Germany and France 
will also follow English precedent if 
we do. 
This is the law that the venerable 
Dr. John G. Paton has twice come to 
this country to secure and for which 
thousands of Americans have 
peti­ 
tioned.

DIRH DEVILTRY 
BY SO-CALLED 


Union Men In This City Who Are 
Basely Misrepresenting 
Trades’ Council. 


THE 
TYPOGRAPHICAL LABEL 


Of No. 318 Has Been Declared by 
Unanimous Note of Our 
Trades* Council. 


ALL T H A T 18 N E C E SSA R Y TO USE 


In the year 1898, the Labor day pic­ 
nic committee, backed 
by 
Trades 
Council, decided that the labels 
of 
both Typographical union and the 
Pressmen’s union must appear on the 
printing matter issued by the picnic 
committee. William Cornelius was at 
that time in charge of the press 
room of the News Review. The own­ 
er of this paper was then in the Phil­ 
ippines, Carrying Old Glory. A short 
time previously the bitter enemies of 
the News Review had concocted 
a 
scheme to advance wages and make 
an effort to kill the paper during the 
owner’s absence. 
This 
move 
was 
adopted, but a true and 
tried 
and 
trusted union employe checkmated 
the move with a measure permitted 
by the Typographical union and ren­ 
dered abortive the plot hatched by 
the tricksters. 
Mrs. Pannier, in charge of the paper, 
was notified in 1898 that she could 
not bid on the Labor day job work 
unless she could make use of 
the 
Pressmen’s label. As per the new plot 
by the man or men engineering this 
feature, this would necessitate Mrs. 
Palmer employing another pressman, 
with an additional 
expenditure 
of 
$14.00 per week. 
She earnestly pro­ 
tested against this outrage, declaring 
that it would ruin her from a financial 
standpoint. 
Unknown to her, a champion ap­ 
peared in the ranks of Trades Coun­ 
cil, he asserting that the matter bore 
the ear marks of discrimination and 
injustice against the News Review; 
that it was a shame to spring such a 
thing against Captain Palmer when he 
was doing duty in the service of his 
country. There are lots of good men 
and true in our Trades Council, and 
this statement met with their hearty 
approval, and the 
committee 
gave 
instructions that Mrs. Palmer could 
bid on the job work for the Labor 
day picnic, and in case she was the 
fortunate bidder, she could send out 
for any pressman, have him affix the 
Pressmen’s label, in company with the 
Typographical 
label, 
and 
matters 
would be all right. 
Now note the villainy and skull­ 
duggery of the matter. Mrs. Palmer 
was never notified of this action on the 
part of the committee or council, and 
she was left under the impression 
that she was compelled to put in an­ 
other man regularly, at $14 a week 
which she did, against her most earn 
©st protest, and that $14 a week, aft­ 
erwards increased to $15 per week, 
has been going on ever since. 
As soon as Captain Palmer came 
home from Manila, he took measures 
to curtail expenses, and made open 
proclamation that there were but two 
full union offices in East Liverpool, 
those of the two dally papers, the 
captain being determined to reach for 
©very penny that the two labels enti­ 
tled him to. 


This stirred up a hornet’s nest, as 
the plotters had been caught in their 
own trap, and candidates for 
office 
dare not get their tickets printed at 
the 
other offices, and lots of union 
printing left them. How the plotters 
howled and kicked and protested and 
finally called upon Trades Council for 
relief, with the following result and 
decision by Trades Council, which 
stands as law today, and which con­ 
cisely and decisively declares that the 
use of the Typographical union label 
of No. 318 covers the full work and 
makes all job work turned out in this 
city the full product of union labor. 
Further, for the benefit of our friends, 
and 
public ba general, and 
all 
can d id ates for political office, there Is 
no Pressmen’s union in this city. Read 
the action of our Trades Council, the 
controlling and deciding body: 
“E. 
B. 
Orr, from 
Typographical 
union No. 318, referred to an item 
which had recently been published in 
a local paper asserting that by the ac 
tion of Trades and Labor Council only 
the printing matter from the 
offices 
of the two daily papers of the 
city 
could be considered the product 
of 
union labor. This apprehension seem 
ed to have grown from the fact that 
the Labor day picnic committee, 
a 
year or two ago, supported by Trades 
Council, required that labels of both 
Typographical union and the 
Press­ 
men’s union appear on the 
printing 
matter issued by the picnic commit­ 
tee. 
Some contention has since en­ 
sued as to whether that regulation was 
to be continuous in its application. By 
a unanimous vote it was resolved at 
this meeting that “Trades and Labor 
Council wish it understood that 
we 
never took action” to the effect that 
there were “but two union 
printing 
offices in East Liverpool,” and that “a 
ob of printing bearing the label of 
Typographical union No. 318, of this 
city, be recognized to be the product 
of union labor.” 
We will make further exposure of 
trickery 
and 
chicanery 
in 
a 
fu­ 
ture issue. We have absolute proof 
of wery dirty work on the part 
of 
men who should hang their heads in 
very shame, did they possess the 
shadow of honor or makeup in their 
composition.

Let every Christian man (and w’o- 
man) in the United States to whom 
this word comes stop right here and 
write brief, courteous letters to both 
of the senators from his state, unless 
he can call upon one or both of them 
—if with a deputation so much the 
better—urging that the United States 
shall at once ratify the treaty. 
It would be sufficient to say: “Hon. 
Dear Sir:
